Oakland, April 18.—At San Jose the
Vendome Hotel annex was ~badly
wrecked and tem or fifteen persons
killed. The Doherty block 8 com-
pletely burned and two were killed
there. Every business building in the
city is demonlished and the city is
under martial law. It is estimated
that fifty have been killed.

LOSS TO 4 P. M. ESTIMATED

San Francisco, April 18.—The lat-
est reports at police headquarters
show the entire district surrounded
by Vallejo, FEast and Sonsome
strests, embracing practically the en-
tire wholesale district has .been
swept by fire.

Los Angeles, April 18.—Official in-
formation from the office of the Su-
perintendent of the Southern Pacific
Railway this afternoon says a dis-
patch was received there dated San
Francisco at 2:45 p. m., transmitted
over crossed wires, to tha effect
that aaqditional earthquakes were ex-
perienced there this afternoon and
that terrible damage has been done.
